Republican Club that w ar with Great Britain or som e other 
g reat power w as inevitable, he expressed a sentiment which 
is hair-raising ly com m on with naval and military' men. 
And there will be m any others to fear that Plunkett was 
dead rig ht. 
For Plunkett lifted the soft pedal a moment, 
tied up our hug e prog ram of naval expansion with the world 
trade strug g le which w e now face and declared that the only 
a nsw er w a s war. 
W e m a y all well hope that Plunkett is a punk prophet, but 
no one can dispute that he knows his history. 
In fig hting the 
rest of the world for c h e a p raw materials and foreig n m ar­ 
kets, at the sam e time backing up this bid for unquestioned 
com m ercial suprem acy with 
plans for a 
navy 
enorm ous 
enoug h to protect it, w e are traveling the road which in the 
past a lw a y s has led to war. 
The naval arm am ents rare is on, despite all denials. We're 
out to equal Great Britain's lleet. and probably to surpass it. 
W h e th e r Rritain is to blame, by reason of her attitude at the 
G eneva conference, it) beside the point. 
The world strug g le for m arkets has only beg un. 
Peace 
m ovem ent leaders believe it can be prevented from leading 
to actual w a rfa re by a series of treaties binding th*- big p ow ­ 
ers to behave. 
Governments seem quite unconvinced. 
Last year our exports were $5,0 0 0 ,0 0 0,0 00 . an increase of 
nearly 20 percent over 1026 . 
W e invaded the foreig n credit 
m arket with $1,6 00,000,000 in n e w loans 
fkreig ns nations 
now owe us about $2 5,0 0 0,0 00 .00 0 . 
Outside the borders of 
t h e United States our interests are worth at least $50.000,- 
000. 
The belief of this g ove r n m e n t and the industrial lea d ­ 
ers of the nation is that a naval expenditure of $3,000,000,. 
000, as now planned, is not too much to protect them. 
W e art' em barked on a course of economic imperialism. 
W e are not g oing to divide m arkets with anyone. 
W e a r e 
g oin g to get all w e can. for we arc the g reatest producing na­ 
tion on earth. 
f o m eet all that, Europe, recovering from the war, is or­ 
g a n iz in g to com pete with us not only in South A m erica and 
Asia, but in European markets as well. 
International trade 
com binations are forming , with Britain g enerally in the lead, 
to head ofi American domination of the w hole world. 
Oil. 
rubber and tin are som e of the raw materials involved ; c h e m ­ 
icals, steel, rails, tubes and electric bulbs are only a few of 
the m anufactured products. 
Dr. J ulius Klein, the g ove r n ­ 
ment's leading expert on international trade, predicts that 
such combinations will g ive us the stiffest competition in his­ 
tory during 19 28. 
N ow com es Plunkett to say that we are “ nearer w a r today 
than ever belore. 
W h e th e r h e ’s right or wrong , it is in 
structive to recall that, since Columbus c a m e here in an a t­ 
tem pt to find a trade route to the Indies, every one of our 
w ars has had its roots in factors 
com m ercial, 
industrial, 
econom ic. 
Britain, France. Holland and Spam foug ht for the riches 
of the new world. 
I hen th*' Revolution w a s broug ht on b\ 
m ercantile oppression. Britain interfered with our merchant 
marine and w e had the W ar of 1812. 
For purposes of expansion w e drove out and boug ht 
out 
Spain from Florida. Mexico from Texas, Arizona and Cali­ 
fornia (in a w a r since denounced
